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"THE MISSION OF THE NATIONAL HIGHWAY TRAFFIC SAFETY 
ADMINISTRATION IS TO REDUCE HIGHWAY ACCIDENTS, INIURIES 
AND DEATHS. AS PART OF THE EFFORTS TO IDENTIFY THE 
POTENTIAL OF DRIVER LICENSING IN REDUCING ACCIDENTS, THE 
NHTSA INITIATED ANALYSES OF DRIVER LICENSING PRACTICES. 

THE RESULTS OF THIS RESEARCH POINTED TO THE NEED FOR 
(1)A DETAILED ANALYSIS OF THE DRIVING TASK TO DETERMINE 
LICENSING PROGRAM REQUIREMENTS; (2) A NEW SET OF 
STANDARDS TO DETERMINE AN INDIVIDUAL'S QUALIFICATIONS TO 
RECEIVE A DRIVER'S LICENSE; AND (3) TRAINING/REGULATORY 
ACTIVITIES TO UPGRADE THEIR QUALIFICATIONS.

"IN THE U.S., USE OF ROADWAYS BY PRIVATE VEHICLE RANKS 
HIGHER THAN USE FOR COMMERCIAL PURPOSES, THUS REGULATION 
OF THE LATTER CAN BE MORE STRINGENT. IN THE PAST, MUCH 
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OF COMMERCIAL LICENSING DOCTRINE WAS BASED ON THE 
PURPOSE OF THE DRIVING (I.E., COMMERCIAL VS. PRIVATE) 

( FOR HIRE' VS. PRIVATE) RATHER THAN THE TYPE OF VEHICLE 
TO BE DRIVEN, OR THE TYPES OF TRIPS TO BE TAKEN. IN 
SITUATIONS WHERE COMMERCIAL DRIVING REPRESENTS A HIGHLY 
PREFERRED IOB (BECAUSE OF SALARY, ETC.), MORE STRINGENT 
SELECTION FACTORS HAVE RESULTED IN BETTER DRIVING 
RECORDS. FURTHER ADVANCES CANNOT BE CONFINED ONLY TO 
BETTER LICENSING. BUT MUST ALSO CONSIDER VEHICLE 
FACTORS IN MAKING OPERATIONS SAFER. 

"THIS PAPER WILL COVER EXISTING PRACTICES IN LICENSING OF 
BOTH TYPES, AND CITE PROMISING AREAS FOR IMPROVING THE

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"IN THE LATE 1960S, THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
BEGAN A LONG RANGE PROGRAM TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF 
DRIVER EDUCATION. THIS PROGRAM INCLUDED: (1) ANALYSIS 
OF THE DRIVER TASKS TO IDENTIFY SAFE DRIVING BEHAVIORS, 

(2) FORMULATION OF TRAINING OBJECTIVES BASED UPON THESE 
BEHAVIORS, (3) DEVELOPMENT OF DRIVER EDUCATION 
CURRICULUM TO MEET THESE OBJECTIVES, AND TESTS TO

33 PERCENT OF ALL ACCIDENTS AND 36 PERCENT OF ALL FATAL

DRIVERS MUST TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION THE IMPLICATIONS 
OF THESE FACTS. 

"NUMEROUS RESEARCH EFFORTS HAVE BEEN UNDERTAKEN WITH THE 
GOAL OF IDENTIFYING SPECIFIC CHARACTERISTICS OF PROBLEM 
DRIVERS WHICH CAN BE CAUSALLY RELATED TO ACCIDENT 
INVOLVEMENT. THE MAJORITY OF THESE EFFORTS TO DATE, 
HOWEVER, HAVE FAILED TO UNCOVER ANY SUCH SIGNIFICANT 
CAUSATIVE AGENTS. GIVEN THIS LACK OF SPECIFIC
